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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 3-5, 11-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Malderen WO 99/35499. 

Malderen discloses an optical sensor that comprises an optical storage medium 
(CD, DVD page 4 to page 5, page 1 1 ), a sensor film comprising a polymer support in 
combination with an analyte specific reagent applied to the optical storage medium 
(page 7, line 16, page 8, page 9). Malderen discloses the polymer support is a gas- 
permeable polymer (page 9-10). The analyte specific reagent is selected from organic 
fluorophores (claim 6). Malderen states other chemical fixations exist like the 5'- 
phosphate end group fixation of nucleic acid on the amine by carbodiimide or trapping in 
polypyrrol polymers. Malderen discloses providing antigen specific reagents comprising 
a fluorophore (page 24). Malderen fully incorporates WO 97/21090 by reference on 
page 14. WO 97/21090 discloses disk compositions on page 17 and 19 which states 
that the disks may be made from poly(methacrylate), poly (styrenes), poly(carbonates). 
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On page 21 of WO 97/21090, surface grafting is described in that poly(ethylene glycol) 
PEG onto polyethylene yields a surface that is both hydrophilic and resistant to water. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 6-10 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. These claims are all related to specific 
hydrogels each set out in the claims. 



Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 1/3/08 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant argues, "the amended claim 4 provides a group of materials from 
which the polymer support is selected. The polymer support materials are not disclosed 
in the cited reference." Malderen fully incorporates WO 97/21090 by reference on page 
14. WO 97/21090 discloses disk compositions on page 17 and 19 which states that the 
disks may be made from poly(methacrylate), poly (styrenes), poly(carbonates). On 
page 21 of WO 97/21090, surface grafting is described in that poly(ethylene glycol) 
PEG onto polyethylene yields a surface that is both hydrophilic and resistant to water.
